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What 1s the Troubls at Headquartera?

On Baturday afternoon Col, CALVIN BTRW-
ART Brror, who 1s st present acting not only
a8 chisf manager of the Democratio canvass
but aleo as its literary bureau, gave out to
the reporters for publication the following
slatemont of the political situntion as he
officinlly viowa It:

“ahe onttonk for & great Demosratio mocess af pree
ent I bright and the reports coming in from all over
tha oountry are shcotraging. Lthink that Cisrecann
and Taukwiw will be alected and that the Democrats
wiil alse havs a majority in Lhe Hanate and House which
wiil snabls tha party to earry thoss reforms with whieh
# stands deniifed Inte sffect.”

From time to time durlng the past two
wooks Col. Brter hns exprossed slmilarly
ehoerful opinlons concarning the prospects
of the Democratio ticket. Ho has even speo-
ffied cortaln Htates, commonly regarded s
bopaleasly Republioan, in whioh he has little
or no doubt of a Democratie victory this
wear, [If our recollection is accurata, Maine,
Michlgan, Wisconsin, Illinols, and Iown nro
among the States which Col. Drier belloves
ean be carried for CLEVELAND and THUR-
MAN. Letus hope that he Is right.

On Friday last tho Cincinnati Enguirer
printed a specinl despateh from Mr. Win-
ziam C. MaoBribE, a well-known, experi-
encad, and perfoctly responsible journallst,
giving the partloularsof a convarsation be-
tween Col. Brice, Mr. MAoBRIDE, and
Ool. Wrnniam L, Browx of the New York
News. This conversation ls sald to have oc-
ourrad at lunch In the Gllsey Houss, and It
fs of euch a remarkable charmcter that
wo copy the despateh in full. 'The re-
marka attributed by Mr. MAacBrIDR to Col.
Brrce, whoss hand s ab the vary throttle
Jover of the machine, and to Col. BROWX,
who ls & sagaclous pollticlan and a thor-
oughly loyal party man, do not make alto-
gother pleasant reading for Democrata who
would ke to belleve that the battle ls al-
yeady won. But because the remarks ara not
pleasant It does not follow that they are not
true; and If they are true, it ls most as-
suredly proper that the facts should bs gon-
erally known, In order thatthe trouble may
be reamedied as soon as possible.

Col. Browx Is reported by Mr. MacBxio®
as “not overpleased with the Damgoratio
outlook.” While classifying himself as “a
tarllf reformer, abreast with Presldent
CLEVEDAND,” he expresead the oplnion that
there was * no senss in making the tariff the
fesue of the campalgn.” When askedif there
were any othercauses of Demooratic apathy,
€ol. Beown at once replied, I think not.
My observation 1s that the tarlff alone s the
drawback."

Then Col. Brice, with extraordinary can-
dor, gave his parsonal viows of the situation,
as distinguished from those which he ofli-
clally communicates from day to day to
the reporters at Democratio headguarters.
While carefully explaining that he neither
admitted nor denied the correctness of Col.
Browx's proposition that ths great draw-
back of the Democratic canvass was the
prominence into which the tariff question
had been pushed by the zeal of Mr. RogEn
Q Mmis and some of his associntes, the
Chairman of the Campalgn Committes pro-
coaded to mention other adverss Influences,
which Col. BRowN had not enumerated, and
of which perhaps that gentlaman was not
aware at the time,

Tha troubls, according to Col. BRio®, as
reported by Mr. MACBRIDE, 1s not a lack of
funds, ‘“We shall have all tho money wa
peed,” eald the Colonel. The main draw-
back is the apathy of the Deamocratic 1saders,
arlsing from laziness, or selflsh regard for
thelr own comfort, or Indiffersnce to the
party's Interests, as the case may be. “Some-
thing ought to badone to inspire the lead-
ers,” says Col. Brice. * There is no trouble
with the army, 1f we can get the leaders to a
reallzing sense of duty. Instead of concen-
trating their efforts in the campalgn, they
are scattered at the sea—thero and in
the mountains” We all know that
©Col. Brice 18 makipg energetio ef-
forts to insplre the leaders. He hes
gone o far as to devise and establish an-
other committes In addition to the Natlonal
Commlittes, the Exeoutive Committes, and
the Campelgn Committee, namely, an Ad-
vizsory Committee, to be compoged of Demo-
crats of national reputation, whose function
it will be to confar with and suggest ldeas
to the men more Immediately concerned in
the management of the canvass, But, of
coures, an Advisory Committes will count
for nothing if its members rofraln from ad-
vising and helping. Col. Bricg is not to
blame for bis [nabllity to inspire In the
hearta of selflsh or indifferent Democrats
that energeticdand Industrious activity which
can originate only through genuine Individ-
ual Impulses. Wo sinceraly hope that this
gloomy pleture Is overdrawn.

Whoare these laggard leaders, these prom-
{nent Democrats who now withhold their
active asslstance? Col. Broww asked Col.
Brior what he meant to signify. The reply
is remarkablo:
 “Just this In my opinien, Preslgant 'Cravirind can
wery materially help himself. Bomeof the Democratie
leaders have positive grievances which the President
nlenn au ovarcomne. These oumht to be overcome. In

ming them, ths P'r helps hi If and con-
ull.ﬂlm Tls party. The army behind hMm, [ know, ls
ready to do s duty."

The English language ls hardly capable
of grealer plalnness than thls. Col. BRowx
understood the polnt at once. *'Fur ip-
stance,” ho suggested, "I think a Demo-
cratio Postmaster in the clty of New York
would be a propltious augury.” “Yes,'
repliad Col. Brioe.

The Chairman of the Democratie Cam-
palgn Committes s next reported as advanc-
ing the novel ldea that if tho Republican
Benate should pass thelr Tarllf bill the
Democrats of the Houso had better selzo
upon It at once und make it s law. “Such a
proceeding,” he sald, *would change thoe
phase of the canvass with regard to the
tarlff.” It would do that, of course, and,
as Col. Brice belleves, 1t would * relleve tho
Democrats.” But can Col. Brice and his
sssoclates at headqguarters persunde Mr,
Miuxs and Mr, Caruisne and the two
Breoxiwaipaes and cerfain other membors
of the House of Hepresontatives that Demo-
cratio Interests require this change of
poliey 7 Can they convinoe Mr. CLEVELAND
himself, who, as Col. BRi0e announces, can-
not or will not promulgate his letter of ac-
ecoptance until the tari® bllls pending in
Congress are dlaposed of ?

The main difficulty, it seams to us, would
be to reconcile the two polntsof view. What
Col. Brice and the Domocrats at herdquar-
ters are working for s a Democratic victory
at the polls next November, and the reélec-
tion of President CLEVELAND, with the Hon,
Avrex G. THURMAN o pregide over the
Benate. What some of the strongest
adherents of the Miots polioy—both
Democrats and thelr Ropublican free trade
sym pathizers—am working for, Is (o od-
veato publle  sentiment, to prepare
the way for future tarlff legislation,
to give to the public miod an lmpetus in the
diroction of a certaln theory of taxatiop
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held by a cortain sohool of politioal esconomy.
Unless the Demoorats at headguarters oan
persuado thess gentlemen at Washington

that the main object of the pressnt oam-
paign, after all, 1s to elact the Demooratio
toket In Novembor, we fear thoy will ask
theri In wain to econtempinto such s con-
tingeney as the abandonment of the Mrrrs
bill and the adoption of the Repnblican Beri-
ate's pubstitute measure.  Still, strange
things have happoned in politics.

Tho Interview olosed with nn Ineldent
which gaveemphasis to Col. Buice's previous
remnark about Presldent OnEvenasp, Mr.
Jonx O, New, the orlginnl HARKIZON man,
came Into the room where the thres Demo-
erats wern at lunch. *“Naw!" sald Col.
Bnroy, In his good-natured, bantering way,
“your party has ons advantage over us.''
“What I8 that ! asked Me, Nuw. "Why"
roplied the Chalrman of the Demooratio No-
tionnl Campaign Committee, “you have a
eandidate who helpa himuelf I

Such Is the sabstanco of the romarkable
private eonversation reported by Mr. Maoc-
Bripe. Posalbly Mr, MacBnrine has com-
mitted an indiscrotion in publishing remarks
that wern not lutended to go furthor than
across the lunch table,  But If his report is
neourato, and If Col, Drice's comments
upon Democratie prospecta correctly Indi-
cate the feeling nt hondquarters concerning
the damaging Inflhence of the tarlll Issue
upon the eanvags, the apnthy of Democratio
leaders who ought now to be at worlk beart,
and soul for the cause, and, more than all,
the urgont necesaity for all the help that a
strong man In the White Housacan properly
lend—then the facte have not comoe out a
gingle day too soon.

In that ease, the infraction by Mr. Mac-
Brrpe of the conventlonal rules of privats
intercourso ls a small matter compared with
the service ho renders to the party by ecall-
Ingr attention to the true stato of affairs, and
thus awnkening Democrats from the lllusions
ot slumberland.

There I8 still another supposition. It may
ba that this instructive talk was glven tothe
publie, if not with the knowladge and con-
sont of Col. Brice, at least without his dis-
approval. Ifseo, It is 4 masterplece of politi-
cal astuteness, In what way more delicato
or direct could a messago of appeal and re-
minder go from the campalgn headquartors
of the great army of willing, enthusiastle,
hopefully waiting Demoeratic voters to the
man who, if President of the Unitad States,
is also leader of the Demoeratie party, and
who did not hesitate to come down outof
the White House into politics when the
United Democracy of this town were trylng
to elect a District Attornoy ?

The Earth is Not Getting Crowded.

In a recent report of the German Statisti-
cal Bureau, the Director expresses the opin-
fon that population his not overcrowded any
part of the emplre, and that Its resources,
properly husbanded, are adequate to the
support of an enormous addition to Gor-
many's 45,000,000 people. It is inaccurate to
gay that any part of Europe s overpopu-
lated. When the moet of Gormany wasna
succession of barron plains, and a large part
of Holland was under watoer, those countries
could have supported only nsmall part of
the people who now inhablt them. It would
have been a vase, however, not. of excessive
population, butof almost wholly undoveloped
resourcos. So long as human ingenuity can
add to the productlvencss of a country It
sghould not be ealled overpopulated.

Mr, CapELL of the Geologieal Burvey of
Beotland has recently shown that while the
British public complain of overpopulation,
and look with favor upon schemes of State-
alded emlgzration, a vast denl can yetbedone
to anrich solls, reclaim waste Jands, develop
new Industries, and Improve methods of
husbandry, all of which would add greatly
to the resources of their little corner of the
globe and enlarge Its capacity for support-
ing its teeming population in comfort, The
Dutch are still reclaiming from the sea an
average of 2,600 acres a year, and Holland’s
rosources are more than koeping pace with
ita Incrense of population. Though there
ars 43 people to the squarc mile, the Duteh
live in ocomfort and few emigrate.

Chipa proper has only a little over one-
third of our area, though her populution is
slx times as great nsours; and yet, though
the industrial knowledge of the Chinesa is In
many respeots extromely primitive, China is
far from belng overpopulated. The Chiness
treat thelr flelds llko gardens, gather fertiliz-
ers {rom every concelvable source, Bow
thelr graln in furrows, and hooe It as we do
corn, wasting nothing in the processes of sow-
ing and harvesting, Give the Chinese mod-
orn agricultural Implements, enlarge their
solentifle and technical knowledge, and with
thoir consummats painstaking o still greater
population may live within their borders.

It glves us o vivid sense of the grandeur of
our own country when we rolloct that wo
have as yet merely seratched the surfaco of
ita inexhaustible resources, and that hun-
dreds of millions may live hers in comfort.

tng monay, withiout gotting the least show for our gam-
hle, The races are noi reces at all In the faicest senns of
the word. nor o they lmprove the breed of horses
What does Tur Bux say? “w.oo

Though wonaturally ineline tosympathize
with our correspondent in regard to long dis-
tances, there Is o good deal to ba sald on the
other side, and it can be heard from somo of
tho most genuine horsemen on tho turf,

Ono notlceabls effect of the lnerense In
two-year-old racers s that we have a good
deal more racing. Our correspondent conld
gave up his money for the longer ovents and
stlll flod a8 many to bet on now os woere
avalluble Bome yeurs ago.

Then tho Inspiring jdea of the modern
raco courso ls speed. The old four-mlle
heats which used to make the glory
of reclng would now be  called  elr-
cuses, They were run slowly. For all the
grandeur of the past, It s our opinion thatit
Boston or Eclipse wore to come upon our
tracks to-day thoy would have to secopt
rank In the second or third class, Our horses
now are better, In splte of the custom of run-
ning them on the traeks ab an age whoen In
vears back they would have bLeen atill run-
ning In the flelds. And spoed being the
maln object, It Is reasonobls to regulate the
longth of races so that 1t shall bo developed
in the highest perfeotion,

Posalbly short-distance runping has been
resorted to excessively, but the movement
las boan legitimate and backed by the high-
est and most disintorested Intelligonce en-
gaged In that most attractive nnd expensive
industry, the cultlvation of the thorough-

bred. Ifour friend doesn’t like betting on
ghort racea, we advise him not to bat by all
means, and In any event not to abandon
{ntarest In the evolution of the racer through
digapproval of the peculiar methods of the
day under which it Is conduced.

The Governor's Island Park.

As we understand the proposition with
referonce to a publlo park on Governor's
Island, it is that tho United States authori-
ties shall permit the Park Commissioners of
this eity to lay out a considerablo portion of
the lsland as n publle pleasure ground, and
that the people shall bo permitted to usa it
until permiseion ls withdrawn by the Fedoeral
Covernmoent, In other words. the peopls
arn to have'n licanse to occupy Governor's
Island as a parlk, but the leenss Is to be
revoenble at will.

It is qulte evident that the President would
rofugo to approve any aot of Congress which
gshould have the effect of conferring anab-
solute right of occupaney upon the people of
this State. This {s shown by the langungn
of his veto message in referonco toan act
granting to the clty of Tacoma, [n Washing-
ton Territory, the uso of an adjacent mill-
tary resarvation for a publie park. **At thls
time," gald the President, **when the sub-
oot of nntlonal defencs is much disoussad, X
eannot account for the apparent willingness
to grant or permit to be used for other pur-
poses Ctovernment lands resorved for mill-
tary uses," Ho refused to approve the bill
on the ground that It gave more than n
mers leonse, which, In hls oplnlon, was the
moit that should ba glven In any event, gay-
ing at the same time that in his oplnlon the
oxpaedianey of granting any right to the oc-
cupaney ol the lnnd was very doubtful.

1t is llkewise very doubtful in our oplnion
whother the Stateof New York or the clty
of Now York should authorizo the expendi-
ture of any money ntall upon land owned
by the Federal Government. The title to
the elty parks should be In the elty. If the
United States Governmont is willlng to re-
linquish the ceeupation of Governor's Island
as a military post, and will cede the land to
the State, then it may be well enough to es-
tablish a park thero. But lot us have the
lund flrst bofore we spend any money on It.

Riding Plckspack.

When Mr. BLATSE goes out West, haghould
make the acquaintance of BMr. J. R. Mc-
ALLISTER 0f Des Molnes, a member of the
Tippecanoa Club of that town. Fifty-two
vears ago Mr. MoALLISTER successfully per-
formed the feat which Mr. BLAINE ls now
attompting, of carrying n HARRISON, can-
didate for tho Presldency, upon hls shoul-
ders. The story is not eo fine ns that of tha
frightoned boatman who carrled CESAR
and his fortuncs, but it seems to be true,
even if not romantle.

In 1846, when old Gen. HARRISON was run-
ning for Presldent the first time, he wnas a
passanger on a steamer which plled betwean
S8t, Louls and the towns along the Ohlo
River. Mr. MoALLISTER was o Sallor man
on this boat. At North Bend, old TIPPE-
CANOE'S home, the water was too low to al-
low the steamer to make her landings. Gen.
Hanrsox bad to chooss between trying his
luck at the pext landing place or wading
through tho ghallow water and mud to
ghore. o was too sensoned o veteran to ba
afraid of a little water, and chose the Iatter
alternative. DBut the young sallor MOAL-
LISTER was too enthusiastic a Whig and too
devoted an admirer of the General to allow
that, He jumped into the water, set astride
upon his stout shoulders the grandfather of
Brxsayvm Hargmoy, and prought him eafe
toshore. This was a service worthy of a
Consulship, but Winniax HENRY HARRISON
died too scon after taking office to reward
ihe sailor who had the honor of carrying him
plekapack.

It will be Interesting for Mr, James G,
BrAarse, who hns to carry on his back the
grandson, to meet the man who once car-
ried the grandfather,
